Announces 
Union of Ferguson-McKin- 
ney and Carleton Concerns. 





ECONOMY .IS THE PURPOSE 


As in Shoe Consolidation, Com- 
panies -for Time Will. Be 
Under Separate Roofs. 





The Carleton Dry Goods Co. and the 
Ferguson-McKinney Dry Goods Co., 
two of the “Big Five” St. Louis whole- 
sale dry goods houses, will consolidate 
Jan. 1, under the name of the Carle- 
ton-Ferguson Dry Goods Co., with a 
capitalization of $8,000,000. 

Forrest Ferguson, president of the Fer- 
‘uson-McKinney company, made this an- 
nouncement Tuesday to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, following a meeting at which, 
he said, a majority of the stock of 
both concerns was represented. He 
said the new firm would be the largest 
in St. Louis, on a basis of annual sales, 
the total sales of the two concerns for 
the last year having been $18,000,000. 

Follows Lines of Shoe Merger. 

He said details of the consolidation 
had not been determined, but that it 
was not planned to unite the two con- 
cerns under one roof for the present. 
The purpose of the consolidation, he 
said, was economy in operation, and the 
merger follows: the lines of that lately 
effected by the Peters and Roberts, 
Johnson & Rand Shoe companies, under 
the name of the International Shoe Co. 
The sho2 firms have maintained their 
former separate quarters since the con- 
solidation. 

Most of the present officers of both 
concerns, he said, will be retained in 
some capacity by the new organization. 
Who will head the new company, he 
was not ready to announce. 

While the merger will go into effect 
with the beginning of 1913, it will not 
be officially ratified by general vote 
of the stotkholders until a meeting to 
be held Feb. 18.

The strange * shooting of Hall and the 
unusual! target tests made by the author- 
ities to determine whether he was acci- 
dentally shot with his own gun have 
heen a topic of. keen interest in St. 
Charles for weeks. 

Brothers With Him in Field. 

Hall, with Charles, Oscar and Gordon 
de Roy and Michael Jost, went hunting 
on the Peyton farm, four miles from St. 
Charles, Thanksgiving day. 

While Gordon de Roy and Jost were 
getting a drink at a farmhouse, Hall 
was shot. Charles and Oscar de Roy 
were with him in the field. 

At a hasty inquest Charles de Roy 


‘was the only witness examined and the 


other members of the party served «<n 
the jury. Charles de Roy testified he 
was about 90 yards in advance of Hall 
when he heard a shot. He turned and 
saw Hall running toward him. After 
running 40 feet, Hall fell and died in a 
few minutes, De Roy said. — 

A post-morten examination’ by Dr. U. 
S. Arnold, until recently Coroner of St. 
Charles County, showed .there were no 
powder burns*on Hall's body. 

Dr. Arnold, accompanied by the Coro- 
ner, made tests with Hall's gun, which 
showed that when fired from’‘a short 
distance it would have caused powder

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—The operation 
which Dr. Carrel is said to be about to 
perform on M. Dalen,:the Swedish engi- 
neer, now the head of the Stockholm 
Gas Co., is not entirely unknown in this 
country. It has been performed a num- 
ber of times with more or less succesa 
Dr. Fuchs of Vienna. is known among 
the profession for his experiments along 
this line. Dr.)*Francis Valk of this city 
also has performed it. 

The dispatch from: Stockholm was 
shown to a number of occulists. All 
were interested to know that Dr. Car- 
rel was about to undertake the opera- 
tion. Dr. Arnold. Knapp, when asked 
concerning it, said the transplanting of 
the cornea of the eye of an animal was 
sometimes attempted.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The attrac- 
tion of money from small banks 
throughout the country to New York 
City, when the money market shows 4 
high rate for loans, was asked about 
today by the House Money Trust In- 
vestigating Committee. 

J. B. Niven, an accountant for the 
committee, presented a mass of statis- 
tices showing the amount of money held 
for country banks by 32 New York City 
banks and trust companies, and the 
amount of money loaned on stock mar- 
ket securities in New York for these 
country correspondents. 

Niven’s figures showed 19,015 accounts 
for country banks in the New York in- 


tis eater 90 the tesla sents bo 





stitutions. He exclaimed that because 
the banks would not furnish to him tho 
names of their country correspondents. 
some of the accounts might be dupll- 
cates. 

In the 32 banks, Niven said, on Nov. 
1, country banks had on deposit $483,- 
000,000, and in addition had loaned on 
New York Stock Exchangs securities 
$240,480,000. At that time, he said, the 
money market was high. On July 1, 
with money easy, he said, the country 
banks had only $141,028,000 out in Stock 





Exchange loans. 

Before Mr. Niven took the stand, 
Frederick Lewisohn appeared, and an- 
ewered certain questions which yester- 
day he declined to answer in connec- 
tion with operations in California Pe- 
truleum stock, and the organization of 
the California Petroleum Co.

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Clash at Hearing. on Preposed 
Advance by Railroads by 
Interstate Commissioner.

The hearing on the proposed advance 
in the tariff on carload lumber ship- 
ments from the South to Canadian 
points, in progress before Commissioner 
|B. H. Meyer of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission at the Plantefs Hotel, ‘was 
enlivened Tuesday by @ verbal skirmish 





participated in by Randall Clifton. of 
the Southern Railway, R. Walton 
Moore, attorney for the Central Freight 
Association, and Robert W. Hall, rep- 
resenting several lumber companies. 

‘“‘The Southern is one of the railroads 
affected by the suspension of the pfo- 
posed tariff advance, is it ot?’ Hall 
inquired of Clifton. 

“You must make your question more 
specific,” said Clifton. “I don’t know 
which tariff you refer to.” 


“Well, you know what the purpose of 


this hearing is, don’t You?’ said Hall, 
his face flaming with anger. 
Replies With Vigor. 
Clifton, also reddening, replied with 
some vigor that he did know, and at 
that’: juncture Moore interrupted. He 


appealed to Commissioner Meyer to see 


that the witnesses got ‘‘fair treatment.” 
Then Hall retorted and the excitement 
grew to such a point that Commission- 
er Meyer had sternly to demand quiet. 

In response to question from Hall, 
Clifton said the Southern’s share of a 
$7-cent rate from Meridian, Miss., to 
Cincinnati is 15% cents. 

‘‘What would your share of the rate 
have been under the proposed increase?’’ 
asked Hall, 


Southern’s Share in Rate 
Clifton answered that the Southern 


would have received 20% cents of the 4- 
cent rate proposed by the new arrange- 
ments of tariffs, 

“However,” he added, “the Sou 
does not compete on See 
Meridian.” 

The new schedule ‘was intended ‘to 
become effective in September, but was 
suspended by order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission until. December 
30. The railroads declared the schedule 
was prepared in order to readjust cer- 
tain tariffs, which needed equalization. 
The lumber men declare the advance 
would mean nothing but an increase of 
revenue for the railroads. 

Replying to Hall’s questions, Clifton 
said the readjustment was made because 
of representations by Canadian raifi- 
roads of irregularities in the rates on 
border shipments. 

“Well, if the readjustment was in- 
tended to correct irregularities in the 
North, why were advances made on 
shipments originating south of the Ohio 
River?’ asked Hall. Clifton said he 
could not; anBwer because he had not 
attended all the meetings at which the 
readjustment was discussed. 

Railroad’s Relations, 

Clifton testified that the Southern 
makes no shipments to Canada through 
what is known as the East St. Louis 
gateway. Counsel’for the lumbermen 
questioned Clifton regarding the rela- 
tions at East St. Louis between the 
Southern and the Mobile & Ohio. 

Clifton testified that the two roads 
are under common ownership. 

“Did you ever hear of any trouble 
between: the roads over the division ot 
earnings?’ he was asked. “No,” he 
answered. ’ 

He was then asked if the Southern’s 
policy was to make a through rate by 
combining local rates, 

“I can’t answer a categorical ques- 
tion,’”’ he replied. 

“Didn't you answer a question like 
that. for Mr. Moore?” asked Luther N. 
Walter, representing the lumbermen. 

“Yes, I did,’’ said Clifton, “but in cer- 
tain territories only was the rate so 
made.”’ 

In answer to further questions Clifton 
said that no investigation of trade con- 
ditions or market conditions in Canada 
had been made, as far as he knew, by 
the railroads concerned in the present 
hearing.

holdover at Central District Station,’

Paragraph 
by paragraph, word by. word, he would 
then sometimes for days work his way 
through that editorial, weighing each 
word to see whether it was ever so lit- 
tle of an over-statement, or a misstate- 
ment of exact fact. 

“The newspaper," Mr. Pulitzer went 
on, “is manufactured out of the subtlest, 
moet volatile, most elustve raw-material 
in the world—the truth.” 

He showed the difficulties with which 
every newspaper has to contend in get- 
ting, writing, printing and distributing 
its facts, resulting often in unfortunate 
but innotent inaccuracies, in order that 
he might point out and criticise severely 
these other inaccuracies in some papers 
which are not innocent, but which are 
vicious, deliberate fakes. 

“There are papers,” he said, “which 
cynically avow their: motto to be ‘Facts 
merely embarrass us," but. you~. can 
pretty well count all of them in this 
country on the fingefs of your two 
hands. They are evanescent. Any insti- 
tution that flourishes on an appeal to 
morbidness by the aid of mendacity. 
can.have but a. precarious hold on prus- 
perity or life itself.

Information Is Asked on Storage 
Battery and the Wizard 
‘Predicts Success, 


— — 

The aid of Thomas A. Edison, great- 
est inventor of the age, has been en- 
sted in their campaign by the women’s 
anti-smoke organization of St. Louis. 

The women wrote to Edison, asking 
him whether storage battery engines 
were in use anywhere on rallreads and 
whether he knew what would be the 
best means of reducing locomotive 
smoke in St. Louis. Edison sent the 
following: reply, which was read to the 
Executive Committee of the organiza- 
tion at a meeting at the Dednesday 
Club,. Monday, by Mrs. M. Ames Cush- 
man, recording secretary: 


“Dear Madam: I am in receipt of 
your favor in regard to smoke abate- 
ment, particularly with reference to the 
smoke: from locomotives. Let me say in 
reply that the storage battery railway 
and street car are now being rapidly 
introduced, and we believe that in 
time the railroads will adapt it for 
their suburban use.. Yours very truly, 

. THOMAS A. EDISON.” 
Prompt Reply. Pleases. 

The committee was pleased at Edison's 
prompt reply to the communication, but 
not overjoyed.b} the amount of informa- 
tion his letter contained. The women 
Say they wrote to him. after - reading 
that he had fnvented a storage battery 
that necessarily would completely elim- 
inate locomotive smoke and they wished 
to know where this storage battery is 
now being used. They may write to 
Edison again. 

The organization has been investigat- 
ing smoke at the Oliver Hotel, Grand 
avenue, near Franklin avenue, at the 
Jewish Hospital, at the various apart- 
ments along Waterman-avenue near 
Lake avenue, at the Colchester, Devon- 
shire and other apartments at Laclede 
avenue and King’s highway, at the 
‘Buckingham Hotel and at the Adelaide 
Apartments on Victor - street, near 
Grand avenue. The women say the 
managers of these various establish- 
ments, unless they eliminate the biack 
smoke, will. be reported either to Gol. 


son, or to the City Attorney, for prose- 
cution. 

The women have organized a volun- 
tary vigilance committee to make close 
observation of all black smoke issuing 
from railroad yards. Whenever one of 
the anti-smoke women crosses one of 
the bridges over Mill Creek Valley she 
makes a note of the locomotives smok- 
ing under the bridge. 

«+» <Bethers the Firemen. 

The women say the average report 
shows five black smoke engines to 15 on 
which smoke-consuming devices are he- 
ing usei. The women say that they are 


i handicapped in suppressing locomotive 


smoke by firemen whose nerves cannot 
stand the shrill whistle produced by 
smoke-abaters on their engines. 

The devices most commonly used for 
eliminating black smoke on locomotives 
necessitates the blowing of hot air over 
the coals while the furnace is being 
stoked. The hot air action produces a 
shrill noise which is annoying to the 
engine crew. 

Besides communicating with Edison, 
the woman wrote to the general man- 
agers and general agents of various 
roads entering St. Louis, asking what 
they were doing to suppress smoke. 
Here are some of the replies that were 
received: 

F. D. Gildersleeve, assistant general 
passenger agent of the B. & O.: Our 
road employs an expert who devotes 
his entire time to giving instructions on 
the science of firing an engine, not only 
with a view to abate the smoke, but 
also to minimizing the waste of fuel. 
The St. Louis Terminal hauls all our 
passenger trains between East St. Louis 
and the Union Station and none of our 
freight locomotives enters St. Louis. 


F. H. Ustick, genera] superintendent 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy: 
We have accomplished a good deal and 
are making every effort to eliminate 
black smoke from’ locomotives within 
the city limits. A device has been in- 
stalled which is doing fairly good serv- 
ice in this respect. Our engine crews 
are being schooled thoroughly to elim- 
inate black smoke by careful firing. 
’This, of course, is a very important 
feature. 

Nozzle on the Engines. 

Cc. L. Hilleary, general agent New 
York Central Lines: We are investi- 
gating smoke preventive appliances for 
locomotives; but have not'as yet deter- 
mined the most feasible plan or patent 
to use. We are very much interested in 
this subject and hope in the near future 
to have smoke consumers that will ac- 
complish the desired result. 

C. EB. Schaaf, Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas: Our engines are equipped with 
a nozzle for the purpose of reducing the 
density of smoke, and engine crews are 
instructed to use care and see that their 
engines are properly fired to prevent 
complaint in this respect. - 

Fame of Work Spreads.

Inquiries as to 
the manner in which the women went 
about abating smoke in St. Louis have

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PRESIDENTIAL PATRONAGE. 

Every American citizen is a sovereign, and 
holding office is one of the perquisites of sov- 
ereignty. Hence the siege of Woodrow Wilson. 

Yet it is easy to overestimate the patronage 
troubles of a chief executive, especially a chief 
executive who has no ambition to construct a 
personal political machine. The country does not 
take the Federal] officeholder so seriously as it 
once did. No newly elected President would now 
be likely to suffer the fate of Taylor, who was 
practically killed by the pressure of patronage.

WAR IN CANADA’S HANDS. 
From the Iron Trade Review. 

That Canada possesses the key to the 
Buropean naval problem because of this 
country’s importance as practically the 
sole source of the world’s supply of 
nickel for use in nickel armor plate is 
the text of an article in a report of the 
conservation commisgion of the Domin- 
ion, just issued. 

“It has been discovered that Canada 
possesses the key to the Huropean naval 
states the report. “When 
Schneider in 1889 introduced the use of 
rickel into the manufacture of steel 
armor plates he little realized that he 
was placing in Canada’s hands a great 
means for maintaining the peace of the 
world. 

“Battleships without nickel steel ar- 
mor would be utterly helpless before 
modern guns. If nickel were no longer 
obtainable, armor construction would go 
back a quarter of a century. Canada 
today produces about 90 per cent of the 
world’s supply of nickel. Practically all 
of the remainder comes from New Cal- 
édonia, an island in the Southwestern 
Pacific controlled by France. 

“In 1910 the value of nickel ore and 
matter exported from Canada to the 
United Stated was appreximately $3,- 
450,000. As the only refineries in Amer. 
ica are in the United States, nearly six- 
sevenths of the Canadian nickel was re- 


fined to the south of the border. Con- 


sequently if Canada were*to prohibit 
the export of nickel the nickel steel 
industries of Europe would fall into 
decay and high-grade armor plate for 
battleships would be an impossibility.”

The utmost confusion followed. the 
Czar’s discovery. Baron Fredericks, 
over 80, has long. been in his dotage, 
Admiral Czagin, commander of. the 
“Standart,’’ was on leave in Peters- 
burg. 

Instead of arresting the ringleaders an 
adjutant was dispatched to Yalta with 
orders to put the whole fleet there-un- 
der arrest. Meanwhile many of the crew 
disappeared from the yacht. 

A telegram was sent to the station 
master at Yalta ordering him to prepare 
the royal train immediately. The Czar- 
ina, astonished at the sudden change in 
plans, refused to leave the yacht. In 
vain the Czar and Baron Fredericks 
tried to persuade her. They dared. not 
tell her the truth, but at last they man- 
aged to put it into the Czarevitch’s head 
that it would be fine fun to go at once 
to shoot at Bialowieza. He began to 
torment his mother to start at once. 
Things had been thrown into trunks and 
she reluctantly consented to leave, In 
a few hours the family had left the ship 
and were on board the train. They 
made for Bialowieza, a hunting lodge 
in Lithuania, where nothings had. been 
prepared for them. Here the Czartvitch 
caught cold and met with h‘s unfortun- 
ate accident. 


EANWHILE strange things were 
happening. Admiral Czagin on Ye- 
ceiving orders to rejoin the court at 
Bialowieza committed suicide. His body 
was still lying warm in his St. Peters- 
burg dressing room when the gendarmes, 
acting on orders from Bialowieza, raid- 
ed the house. The police supposed he 
had killed himself because he heard of 
the plot on the yacht and was ashamed 
to think he had known nothing of what 
was g@ing on under his own nose. 

But here another surprise awaited 
them. The hearth in his cabinet was 
covered with the charred remains of pa- 
pers ne had burned before putting a 
bullet through his head.

Duluth had 373, against 358 and 159. Win- 
nipeg had 607, against 623 and 621. Min- 
neapolis wheat receipts increased 860,- 
000 bu for three days. 

It is very significant that in spite of 
the big wheat crop and the tremendous 
movement, stocks of flour in the ted 
States decreased last month, and on 
Dec. 1 were only 2,197,000 bbis, against 
2,044,000 at the same date last year. It 
is evident that this crop is ing into 
consumption at an unprecedented rate, 
and much faster than the trade has 
realized.
